symbolic investiture. 


Masculine U Feminine, and extreme social pressure, which breaks the bond, and 
returns as a crisis of Symbolic investiture, which then becomes M separation and U F, 
which then creates the blessedness because it is out of action, and resolved in a crisis 
ridden dynamic experienced as Out of this World in some sense, because the pressure 
breaks the relation and gets back again and again, like a young man who cannot make it 
to a professor’s post, it is followed in eternal happiness that he is blessed with a crisis 
by title.

In a Jewish man, titles become fundamental, equally for all theological persons, and this 
I call psychotheology - that the Kabbalah, Torah and Talmud, even the Hassdim is 
actuall a story of crises of symbolic investitures, that he is waiting in a dinner room and 
smoking and crying when he is a free person, is a crisis of symbolic investiture, which if 
realized is the crisis persisting in Hassadic forms of Greek tragedies, which always 
release the tension to Messiah, by a simple ritual incantation, which guides the prayers 
to normalism - a Jewish parable of theological consciousness - that it is always a 
theological problem behind a crisis in personal life, and that is expressed as 
psychotheological problems. 


Psychopathology in Freud is replaced by psychotheology and is what is called Messianic 
as a position, when one argues that Walter Benjamin’s house or room, is Messianic with 
books, in some outworn sense, and this then is the route - Crisis of Symbolic title.
